- The Judge here dwelt upton the pro-

The old jail was important in Revo-
lutionnry times. So wuas the Bruce
house.  In 1777 Gov.!Rutledge deliv-
ered a Ath of July speech near it. It
was npon the old jail, commanded
by Fischer, that Sumiter made an at:
tack and captured abont cighty men,
A ball fram Gue of bis canunon struck
the Brace house, and emptied the old
lady’s wine, who complained of the
circumstance very much.  He got
this from Abram Felder and Ricken-
baker.

Thus stond things in those
days when the pepulation of Orange-
hurg did nut exceed forty in number,
From hisirecollection of the village it
was very sickly. The branch, which
extends from the Fair Grounds, was
supiposed to have been the main enuse,
In 1846 the_population of Orange-
burg was nbout five hundred.  From
this fact we could judge of ourincrease
in population and sealth.

The,vencravle Judge hero conclud-
ced his interesting narrative, which we
regret Lo say is but feebly outlined in
this report. IIe alluded feolinglyito
the days that were gone and would
come no mere, and hoped that our
new court house, when finished, wou'd

For it embraces
and cpitomizes all Masonie and al)
L duties,

FForwe, my brothers, are charged by
the Muaster upon our initiation that
the three great duties of Masons nre-
to God, to their neighbors, and to
themselves.

MaMhew we read that “when ‘the

Justice, therefore, in its highest

‘senge, comprehends all the duties of

man  toward his Makor, his fellow-
man  (or neighbor,) aud himself—(or
the emphntic mandate of: thiz high
virtue is, that “to each shali be rend-
ered that which is his just due”—and
these great duties comprehend  all
others. b

Thus, an accurate rfﬂﬁi:itinn of this
cardinal virtue resultsin the establish-
ment of a remarkable parallelism bo-
tween the most sublime tenchings of
Christanity and of Magonry. The
three great duties of Masons wre ¢o-
cqual amd co-extensive with the two
greut commandments of the New
Testament,

But the Justice herealter to he
meted  within these walls must, in the
nature of things, he #ubject to limita-
tions and imperlections, Principles
may be recognized, but their varied
and complex murunl relations eximot
always be determined or understood.
Laws which scem wisely enacted nmay
rrove unjust in their practical oper
ttion—and the best laws may be both
misunderstood  and misapplied. In
other: words, human laws carry witl
them the human frailties and short-
comings of those with whom they
originate and of  those by whom
they arz adnministered The corner
stone may he “well formed, true aud
trusty,” but its relation to other por-
tions of the buiiding‘“may_ not have
been wisely considered—the building
itself, indeed, may not have been
needed—uiny even be worse than use.-
less, 2 positive and unmitigated evil.

Against these dangers the most
effective safeguurd is the cultivation,
among  all  communities and nmong
all natious, of those sentiments of
Truth, of Ionor, of Forbearance, of
Brotherly Love, which are cither
expressly or by inference comprised
in the cardinal virtue-of the Christian
aud - Masouic ,-ﬁ\il;lbi"" When  these
sentiments shall ii:w}[iéé'ﬁﬁfé" the
mainsprings of huwman action, then, in-

deed, will be realized the desive of one.

who spoke from his soul's depths :
“For Justice, all sensons summer—every
lad 2 bowe !

Aud yet it must be  admitted
that, for ab=olute justice, this workl
hus, abzolutely, no home—ihat for
it no season can be absolutely sum-
mer. ‘For no matter how wise, how
zoad, the law " niay be in itself—no
matter how ahly  expounded or how
honestly administered—there is ne-
cessarily i herent in all human laws
a rigidity, an inflexihilty, an innbility
of aduptation to &pecial and exception-
al cases, which must ocensionally lead
to the most disnstrous consequences,

But let vs leave the consideration of
that which is &0 unfortunately inevi-
table, nand wrn to the plensanter sub-
Jects suggested by thess proceedings.

From every neighhorhood of the
colinty our brothers have come to-day
to nid usin th. performance of a cere-
mony which carries us, in imagina-
tion, back through medieval days to
the remote ages when our ancient
brethren “wrought ;in hoth operative
and speculative Masonry”—uwhen tho
Trowel, the Lievel, the Square, andall
tho other implements of our eraft,
were wiclded, in actual labor, hy men
of honest heart and brawny hand.
Then was it first taught that leborare
est orare—-that to work is, in one sense
(and a noble one,) to pray—and that
the wages most sincerely enjoyed are
those which are most honestly earned.
And never, T helieve, through all the
mulntions of time, have our “brethren
of the mystie tic”” forgotten or ignored
these privciples. "Chough “the great.
esband best  of all ages,” though
Emperors and Kings, Presidents and
Princes, have been, and are to this
day, “encouragers aud promotars of
our royal art,” yet have they never
changed—and probably they never
sought to change—the old Masonic
sentiment a8 to the dignity of labor—
the inherent  nobility
hard work.

Nor was their handiworlk, when the
vceasion  required,  wanting  in a
benuiy, n grace und delicacy which
charm and enptivate the most. refined
and cultivated taste of the present
day.  The most imposing and beauti-
ful specimens of architecture in the
old world—the eathedrals nnd enstles,
towerd nnd gpires, ol [taly, of Spain,
of France, of England, yet stand, ns
they stood hundreds of yenrs ago,

of sheer,

monuments and illustrations of the
deft and powerful hands; the highly
educated intelleets, and wonderful
artistic taste, of those who, equal-
ly with ourselves, were “en gaged
by tolewrn” obligations to ercet, magni-
ficent buildings, to be serviceable to
the Urethren, and to fear God, the
great Architect of the universe.” To
them are we indebted for'the rieh cn-
tablatures, the quaint gargoyles, the
gracefal columns and all the exquis
ite enrvings in stone which adorn the
gothic art of Eurape, and to which the
epithet of “frozen music” has been ap-
plied by the greatest of modern eritjcs.

But in the contemplation of these
beautiful and glorivus works of our fel-
low ¢raftsmen, let us not he downenst,
my brothers at the reslection’ that the
spirit of the present age no longer re-
quires the ereetion of such proud
structures at the hands of operative
Musonry.  Better for defence than
castles and towers are resolute hoarts
and indomitable wills: dearer to us
than all grand cathedrals and minstors
are the plain and simple churches
that

dot  our country side, and
though  their white and Lipering

spires be not so gorgeously embellished
as those Leyond the sea, yet do they
surely point asstraightly heavenward.
And  now, ere the Master seatters the
corn of nourishment, and pours the
wine of refreshment and the oil of joy
upon the foundation stone of this ney
temple, let us silently yet carnestly
invoke the Great Architeet that justice
may always find therein a goodly host
and cordial welcome, and that, so far
ns is possible in our earthly and tem-
porary Ladge, there may, in the words
of Jozeph Story, at no distant period be
realized the boastofthe Roman Orator
“Non erit alia lex Romae, alia Athenis;
alia nunc, alia posthac, ete—There shall
ot then be onelaw for Rome, another
for Athens; one law to day, another
hereafier—but during all Time, and
for all nations, there shall be oNg
Law, all-embracing, cterunl and im-
mortal ! |

Iere followed more music and the
Grand Master's address, by D. D. G.
M. James T, Izlar, which was deliver-
ed with the mostimpressivedignity and
carncstuess,  Then music again, and
the pouring of corn, wine and oil upon
the corner stone, after which the bene
diction was pronounced, when the inte-
resting ceremonies came to a close.
Despite the inclement weather a la rge
number of Iadies and gentlemen were
in atfendance upon the oceasion.

The Governor's Ilessage.

This document wuas read in hoth
branches of the General Aszembly on

Tueaday Iast. Itisa comprehensive’

document, dealing with most of the
questivns of general interest proper
to be brought before the body, pnd
evineing in its grasplof principles, and
in its details, and in its thonght and
form of expression, the well known
characteristics of the Governor's mind
and style. Tt contrins congratulations
upon the marks of progiess and con-
tentment among' . the people. .It re-
presents that the tax laws of the State
are now administered. with fairness
and ability, ‘and’ with. improving
promptness on the part of the people
in paying taxes. Legislative expenscs
have been reduced, and abuses in
connection with contingent funds in a
great degreo removed.  All exceutive
contingent funds have been drawn
duting the past year on vouchers ap-
proved by and filed with the Comp-
troller General, and pnblicity and
accountability in that way secured.
A brief session is recommended, and
also an improved method of paying
legislativo accounts by requiring that
all such, or claims passed by the
General Assembly, shall be made by
the State Treasurer upon wariants
drawn by  the Comptrolier General,
for which the veuchers shall be filed
with him. Tt i3 recommended that
the fitate printing should hereafter be
thréwn open to eompetition, and that
a bill having for its dhjcet ths redue-
tion of tho number of sularied officers
end of the amounts of their salaries
be passed.  The provision by taxation
to defray all the estimated expenses
of the State for the current year is
next insisted upon as nn imperative
duty. Thesceond constitutional duty
is the levy of atax suflicient to pay
the lnst year's deficiencies, the totnl
amount of which is given ns 8308,872.-
15, of which 8249.872.29 should be
provided fir in the present year's
levy.

The Governor, after touching light-
ly upon the Hardy Solomon bank
business, considers the public debt,
and ingists that the terms of its sottle-
ment shall be serupulously kept, The

floating  indebtedness, he thinks,
should be settled, first, by ptoperly
auditing all forms' of indebtedness,
and, secondly, by its gradual payment
by anninl tax. The Governor next
reviews county finances, the reports
of the BState officers and officers of
public institutions, finding in ecach
avidences of fidelity and industry, He
renews his advice given last winter to
order the eclection of Justices of the
Peace and of constables, by the people,
and to make a registration of clectors,
He thinks that minority representa-
tion is growing in favor amung all the
people of the State, and urges the
consideration of this measure by the
Geuneral Assembly. Ia recommend-
ing that an appropriation be made in
aud of the State’ Agricultural gnd”
Mcchanical Bociety for the prescut
year, headvises that the dondition be
attached “that the' rociety :shall so
manuge its afluirs as to enlist the sup-
port and confidence of all whe regurd
the welfare of the State.” How this
is to Dbe done, he does not say. The
messnge enoncludes  with some good
advice about the selection of Judges,
and with references to the centennial
celebrafion in 1876.

We have thus glanced at tlie prin-
cipal topics of the meseage, and urge
our people to study and examine it
fully. Tt breathes a good spirit in
many things. It contains good senti-
ments.

FROM THE STATE CAPITAL.

TIE GENERAL ASSEMDBLY AND ITS
BPIRIT—VETO OF THE TAX BILL—
TIE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE—MAZ,
KNOWLTON'S  CHANCES FOR = A
JUDGESHIP—WHAT ONE BAYS WHO
KNOWS.

Corumsia, S. C.,
November, 24th 1875,

The convening of the General As-
sembly has been marked by séveral
circumstances which show_the strength
that the watchword Reform has ob-
tained in the minds of the peaple.
The principal of these was the sus
taining of the Governor's vato of the
tax Dill by a unanimous vote in the
House of Represeniatives on yester-
yesterday. Such an event is ‘un-
doubtedly without yprecedent in the
history of post-bellum  legislation,
and goes fur to show the s!rength and
influence which a rightly minded ex-
ecutive enn cxert, even with such an
adwittedly uncontroluble budy as a
State Levislature,

The new tax bill as proposed, aud
as fuvored by the Goveror, will, in
many respects, be n great improve-
ment on the Inst.  Its ess ntial fen-
tures will bé very much’ altied, il
the total Ii:'\'j,:”for Stute puir poses ‘\;\'ill'
ot exceed ten and a half mills; This
expended properly, as' it lm'dmif;ted]j'
will be, will relicve the State from its
present embarrassed condition, and
speak volumes for the administration
in their cfforts to secure to the people
of the Stste an honest and economieal
government, und to lessen the i.'nuri:lu_n’
of taxation, I

The Annual Message of the Goy-
ernor has been very favorably re-
ccived, and commenifed on, 'with‘the
exception of the part which relates
Lo the forthcoming centepninl.” His
appointment of the Centennial Com-
mission some time since, created a
very just indignation among the lend-
ing colored men of the State; and his
present explanation of his action only
tends to increase the fecling, They
argue that South Carolina is not
to bo represented as she was, but as
she is;and that His Excellency would
have done but simple Jjustice, and
silently acknowledged that there wero
some colored men in the State fit to
represent her, by mingling with the
“Sair representatives” a few dark
ones. I doubt very much, however,
if the State, even with the nid of the
immaculate cowmission, will be re-
presented at Philadelphia.  Our peo-
ple asa who'e, do not take o great
interest in the matter, and'it will
require mueh more time and Jabor to
awuken their enthunsinsm in the eause,
then either the Commission or the
Governor are prepared to give. In
addition to thie, a considerable
amount of money will be required to
perfect the arrangements necessary to
a suceessful representation of the re-
sources and industries of the State,
and neither the Legislature nor the
“eminent and honornble citizens of
the State” are proneto contribute,
where they do nat sce the prospeet of
an immediate return to the investment.
The failure of South Carolina to “fill
her place in the certennial pagonat,”
may therefore be regarded ns a fore-
gone conclusion, *
